I simply abated the enthush 
asm by cabling to Commissioner Woodwam 
at Paris to send an open letter to the prea 
of Europe explaining that the statue woul 
not be exhibited.

Besides, if the 
fact that one of the purposes of the statue 
was to advertise an actress known* 
it would reflect on the Americans, 
The Colorado people had arranged to accept 
money from the actress, and they boldly 
told me that the statue was to be ‘ veneered.”

THe COUNTERFEITERS’ HOUSE. 


HE contest now being carried on in 
over the question of locat- 
Ing the new Public Library Building 
in the park Opposite the Evanston 
clubhouse récalls certain early asso- 
elations, new to'the more recent inhabitants 
that city, and not altogether in keeping 
| with the odor of sanctity which pervades 
he neighborhood by reason of the churchesa- 
that occupy three sides of the square. 
* Bvanston in the early '50e was nota “ land 
of - delight, where saints 

weil.”” On the contrary, the professor was 
oo often replaced by the horse thief, and 
ealoors and taverns were much in evidence. 
The pastoral quiet of the farmers was aften 
pase ere by the report of a gun or pistol,. 
ocating some drunken fight or the digcovery 
of cattle or horse thieves. 

In these early days a log house stood at 
the ‘northwest. corner of the park in the 
midst of a clump of willows, some of which 
are still. standing. The building was re- 
garded with much curiosity and not a little 
““guspicion by those who noticed that regu- 
larly a man, sometimes accompanied by 
several others, came from the city and oc- 
cupied the house for two or three days at 
a time. It appears that this man was a 
_eounterfeiter, and while he stood well in 
| Chicago, his periodical visits to the log hut 
were for the purpose of maxing spurious 
half-dollars, which were negotiated ip the 
city by his confederates. — 

Wife Stops the Counterfeiter. 

This man was married to a cultivated and 
refined woman,.who lived in total ignorance 
of the criminal side of her husband's career, 
unti] on one occasion, beconiing suspicious of 
the regular absences, she ‘followed him to 
Evanston and surprised him in the midst of 
his work. The -woman-was seen to leave the 
building in-great excitement, taking a course 
towards. the lake, ‘where, supposed she 
put an end to her life. ether such was 
the chase or, not, the house Was deserted 
from that time. ‘Shortly after, when it was 
torn down, nearly a peck of coupterfejt coins 
was found, some’ of whieh are still retained 
ae Souvenirs by the old settlers.

Pe hip Shellbin is the third son of a Halifax 
| ship owner and lumber king. -In his errant 
youth he sowed profuse wild oats from Nova 
Scotia to San Francisco. What there was 
of what young men call pleasure in this life 
he sought to quaff, and made a most work- 
manlike -job of it. 

Fifteen years ago his father died, leaving 
his immense fortune in trust for his sons, 
but with the restriction that Philip should 
not enter into possession of his own during 
the lifetime of his brothers, or until he him- 
self’ should attain 50 years, which, doubt- 
less, his father looked upon as the age of 
discretion. A paltry $1,000 to be paid to 
Philip through his eldest brother on Christ- 
mas day in each year was the only allowance 
granted him from his million in trust. The 
natural accretions of this fund were to be 
added to the principal until the provisions 
of the will had been accomplished. ; 

This was in 1884. Young Shellbinm.was then 
25 years old. He took his disappointment 
resignedly and learned the art of stenog- 
raphy as @ means of livelihood. Once a 
year he indulged himself in a resplendent 
spree, spent his $1,000 in a week, and went | 
to work again. In 1887 he entered the serv- 
ice of the Burlington road in the general 
offices and two years later held the respect- 
able, responsible, and well-paid position of 
private secretary to the General Manager, 
E. P. Ripley, now President of the Sante Fé 


system. 
"One day, in 1889, he suddenly resigned his 
post and disappeared from Chicago. Later 
he was heard from in Memphis, where he 
did some clever newspaper work on the 
Avalanche; then he went to New Orleans, 
held a position on the Picayune for two 
years, and in the summer of 1898 dropped 
quite out of sight. Since that time he has 
made no demand for his annual allowance 
nor did any of his kindred or their repre- 
sentatives ever hear of his whereabouts 
until a few days ago. - 
Both of Philip Shellbin’s brothers were 
lost at sea in 1898. The fortune held in 
trust for the young man became absolutely 
his under the terms of his father’s will. 
Since then the executors of that instrument 
have vainly scoured the world in search 
of him or the proof of his death. As the 
million in trust gradually grew toward two, 
the anxiety of the executors to find the 
missing heir redoubled. They expended 
thousands of dollars in their search and 
at times seemed to find traces of the lost 
heir. Yet in the end these clews all led 
to nothing. Charley Ross himself was not 
ng of a will o’ the wisp than Philip Shell- 
Last Monday two agents of the trustees, 
one a lawyer and one a detective, came to 
Chicago in pursuit of one of these unprom- 
ising clews. It proved as elusive as those 
gone before, and the Nova Scotians were 
about to return to Halifax when the sug- 
gestion was made that if Shellbin were 
not concealing his identity under an alias 
and was still alive and in this country, it 
was possible that the comprehensive col- 
lection of city directories owned by the 
Lakeside Directory company, publishing 
Chicago's own directory, would disclose his 
name. Although looked upon as in the 
‘nature of a forlorn hope, this idea was eager- 
ly seized. Arrangements were made with 
the Messrs. Donnelley. and. with a foree of

Lath are at a premium, and one recent sale 
of dry No. 1 white pine is reported at $3.25. 
This was Canadian stock, which had been In 
pile for about a year and a half and Js about 
the only lot of dry lath that has put in an ap- 
‘pearance lately. Shingles are also firmer at 
the advanced prices noted a couple of weeks 
ago. Lake freight rates are advancing and 
vessels are scarce. As high as $2.75 has been 
offered for Lake Superior charters, though it 
fs claimed that an occasional charter {s still 
made at $2.50. Lumber can be shipped from 
‘Lake Superior poitits by rail at 10 cents a 
hundred, so the dealers here do not expect 
lake rates to go any higher, for it is claimed 
that stock can now be shipped in by rail as 
cheaply as by water. 

There is a brisk demand for hardwood, 
business being Ifmited only by the available 
‘supplies of both green and dry lumber—the 
' former selling apparently about as well as 
the’ latter variety. "The constant and heavy 
manufacture going on in several of the staple 
varieties of hardwood lumber has made the 
movement somewhat heavier, but the de- 
mand seems to have increased in more than 
the corersponding ratio. Production is be- 
ing crowdéd more, however, as the season 
progresses, .and should consumption not in- « 
crease materially above its present limit it 
ts to be inferred that one day or andther the | 
| output will catch up with thedemand, This 
possibility is, however, too remote for deri- [ 
ous present consideration. 

' Trade in oak is limited to the scanty sup- 
» In most Varieties at least. Atbout the 
rdest thing to get hold of is dry inch quar- 
tered white oak in firsts and seconds and. 
common. There is slightly more off 
than was the case earlier in the summer, but 
the increased offerings are being absorbed 
‘with ease and consumers are crying for 
more. It is a curious feature of the oak. 
trade that there is little two-inch quartered 
white oak wanted. .A local dealer who has 
quite a stock of two-inch on hand says that 
it is Pe salable and that he is seriously 
thinking of having it resawed into inch, 
which he van sell readily and make good 
money out of.” Quartered red oak is not 
plentiful; but it is not so badly wanted as 
white. The price is about $10.00 lower than 
white oak. Plain white and red oak are 
about on a. par. It is understood that sales 
of plain oak are being made in the vicinity 
of $35.00. for clear, $25.00 for common, and 
$15 for cull.. These prices were predicted 
sixty days ago by a prominent manufactur- 
er, but at that time the trade was reluctant 
to believe it. Now, however, these figures 
bid fair to be.surpassed in the near future. 

There has lately arisen a strong demand 
for birch. A leading manufacturer in this 
market, wishing to get some plain white 
birch, was unable to find it dry enough to 
suit his purpose, and so was compelled to 
take red birch at a cost of about $10 a thou- 
sand more. A good feature of the market 
is an increased sale for curly red birch for 
interior finish and cabinet. purposes. This 
fancy grade of lumber has not been in good 

the*fast-several years, but 
is now picking up materially. 

**It- is the concurrent expression of the 
Southern yellow pine manufacturers who 
have recently been interviewed on the sub- 
ject,”” says the American Lumberman, “ that 
while the demand for railroad and car ma- 
terial is keeping up to an extent that prior 
to this season has not been witnessed before 
in years, it is not quite so heavy as it was 
in the spring and early summer. A _ well 
posted authority says that he believes that 
in the earlier part of the season large buyers 
anticipated a considerable advance in the 
prices and made extra efforts to place con- 
tracts for summer and fall delivery, know- 
ing, @g they did, that the prices on certain 
classes of car material were entirely too low. 
They placed contracts for large quantities 
and since then have not been in the market 
to the same extent that would have! the 
case otherwise. 

* Within the last few months there has 
been a large increase in the number of mills 
that devote special attentidn to the cutting 
of bill stuff. One authority says that not 
fewer than forty such mills, each cutting 
10,000 to'15,000 feet per day, have been built 
im the southern part of Mississippi alone 
during the last year. There have not been 
many large mills built this year, and those 
already built have not to any extent in-. 
creased the capacity nor that of their plan- 
ing mills or dry kilns. There are several big 
mills now in process of construction, but it 
will be some time before they have lumber to 
placé on the market. 

“ To speak precisely, while the aemand is 
much more active than it was a year ago, 
the mill output has increased in greater pro- 
portion, In consequence the price of railway 
and car material, including ties, stringers, 
car sills, car siding, decking, bridge timbers, 
and all, has not advanced proportionately 
with yellow pine finish, flooring, and. other 
| classes of material. The usual price for 
standard’ heart ties seems to be about 
$9.00 on cars at the mill. Car sills are sell- 
| ing at $10.00 to $10.50 at the mill; this for 
square edge and sound. Of course prices 
vary at different mills, according to the pres- 
sure of trasle in individual localities. These 
prices are only $1.00 to $2.00 higher thana 
year ago. Occasionally car builders get hold 


of some of the emall mills, which find it } 
necessary to ship direct from the saw, and | 


thereby manage to: squeeze down to even 
} lower prices than, those above quoted; but 
good stock, rightly manufactured, cannot be 
. bought for much less. Car material, gener- 
ally speaking, will not over 
higher than year ago.”

peated failures of manipulative effort, the un- 
reliability of Wall street gossip, and become 
heartsick at the insincerity of manipulators. 
With such. surroundings -they frequently fail to 
discern the general financial tendency of the time, 


‘and, blinded towards thoge influences which should 


guide them, occupy themselves with guesses 
as to the maneuvers of others. It is interesting 
and it is profitable to study the moods and whims 
of such speculators. They are generally good 
sportsmen—they are game. They Jump at the 
minnows which spin. Little does it matter to them 
whether tNW® bait is tin, provided it is flying and | 
spinning. The leaders of manipulation are always 
casting their lines with expert hand for these 
financial gamblers. They try to secure their co- 
operation by making their stocks attractive by 
activity. They do not spend much time in ds- 
coursing upon merit. These nimble sportemen 
prefer to gamble for the downward, because it re- 
quires no capital and sometimes brings rapid 
fractions. They are quick to follow downward 
manipulation.

"CLASSIC RACE. 


Crowds Will Attend Run- 
ning Event on Wednes- 
day in Yorkshire. 


THE GREAT MATCH.” 


HE 8t. Leger, which will be run for the 
124th time on Wednesday next. has 
the distinction of being the oldest es- 
tablished race in the world, antedating 
the Derby by four years, and the Oaks 
y three. It has never been quite so famous 
the great Epsom Downs event, but in the 
pinion of many is even more interesting, 
for in it the winners of the Derby and Oaks 
generally meet, and on many occasions the 
eroine of the latter has proved her superior- 
y to the Derby victor. Indeed, the race

one St. Leger derives its name from Col- 


nel St. Leger, who was the author of the 
onditions. The scene of the race is at Don-

| race meeting. The conditions are a sweep- 
stake of £25 each, play or pay, for 3-year- 
old colts and fi.lies that carry 126 and 121 
pounds each respectively.

Story of “ The Great Match.” 


The St. Legers of 1850 and 1851 led to what 
is still known as “the great match.” In 
the former year the Flying Dutchman, after 
winning the Derby, succeeded in capturing 
the St. Leger by a short head from the half- 
bred Hotspur. In the latter Voltigeur, win- 
ner also of the Derby, ran a dead heat with 
the rank outsider Rushborough for the St. 
Leger, but succeeded in beating him in the 
run off. The Flying Dutchman belonged to 
Lord Eylington, Voiltigeur to Lord Zetland, 
and a dispute between them as to the merits 
of their champions led to a match at two 
miles for 1,000 guineas a side. The adjust- 
ment of the weights was left to Admiral 
Rous, who decided that as the Dutchman 
had won by a head, while Voltigeur ran a 
dead heat, the former should concede three 
pounds overweight for age. | 

The match was run off at the Knavesmire, 
just outside the old cathedral city of York, 
nearly a year later, the interest in it in rhe 
meantime being intense and the wagering 
heavy, with Voltigeur the favorite. When 
the eventful day came Marson weighed out 
for Voltigeur, then a 4-year-old, at 112 
pounds, but the Dutchman, his senior by a 
year, had to carry 120% pounds, for his 
jockey, Marlow, was found to be one and a 
half pounds overweight. 

Notwithstanding this disadvantage, after 
running at his black rival's throatlatch for 
the greater part of the distance, the brown 
Dutchman shot out as the winning point was 
reached and passed it a length to the good.

competitors are weighted according to the 
price they brought at auction as yearlings, 
and to which ‘the famous firm of auctioneers 
adds £1,000; and the Cup, a two and a half 
mile event, in which 5-year-olds must carry 
the welter weight of 136 pounds, the younger 
horses being weighted in proportion.
